The 1D52 dog vaccination pro- 


gram for rabies control in Hemp- 
stead county gets underway Tues- 
day afternoon announced County 
Agent Oliver L. Adams 
today. 


Last year around 3,000 dogs were 
vaccinated through the efforts of 
community leaders in cooperation 
with Dr. Herbert Rogers DVM, and 
the county agent. 


Authorities report that the vac- 


cination of at least 80 per cent 
of the dogs an an area has proved 
its worth in controlling rabies. In 
Hempstead county this has been 
especially true. The control of vag- 
rant dogs is an essential part in 
the program.

1952 the voluntary leaders ask the 
cooperation of all dog owners and 
livestock
